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A New Special Service for FWRC Members 


This year the treasurer of the FWRC is offering a 
new service for those members having an ARRL email 
address (such as: yourcall @arrl.net). An email will 
be sent confirming your paid membership, and emails 
will be sent informing you of club events. You can 
always opt-out of this new service at any time by in- 
forming the treasurer. To participate in the new email 
activity, just enter your ARRL email address in the 
email line of the 2004 membership renewal form. 


The ARRL email address operates as a “reflector”. 
This allows you to keep the ARRL email address in- 
definitely, as long as you remain a member of the 
ARRL. Any email sent to you at the ARRL email 
service (yourcall @arrl.net) is immediately resent to 
the email address you specify to the ARRL when you 
sign up for the service. This service allows you to 
have an ARRL email address which can be used with 
any internet service provider (ISP) you chose. You 
can then change ISP vendors without the loss of your 
ARRLemail address. When you change your ISP (for 
a lower cost/better service/etc. at anew ISP), all you 
need to do is reregister with the ARRL email service 
and point your personal email reflector to your new 
ISP email address. There is no fee for this ARRL ser- 
vice to ARRL members. You must be an ARRL mem- 
ber to sign up for the email service. 


Since the ARRL email service is only a reflector, you 
cannot originate email from the ARRL email system. 
It can only receive email sent to your ARRL email 
address. You must originate email from your current 
ISP email address. You can indicate in your email 
that you prefer reply emails at your ARRL email ad- 
dress. This service is particularly useful when you 
want your correspondent to have an email address 
that is functional no matter what ISP you are signed 
up with. 


Most FWRC Board of Directors have an ARRL email 
address listed in the Allen County Ham News. 


There has been some discussion at the ARRL about 
providing SPAM filtering at an added cost to email 
users, however the SPAM filtering issue is very com- 
plex and the commercial SPAM filtering programs 
are very expensive. Thus far there is no action on 
this additional service at the ARRL.

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The FWRC Repeater Fund Status 


The FWRC Membership voted to match individual do- 
nations toward a new controller for the 146.94 repeater 
from the club general fund. The controller cost is ex- 
pected to be about $800, so the FWRC will match 100% 
of approxiately $400 of individual contributions to- 
ward the new controller. 


Thus far, donations totalling $78 were received in 2003, 
and the 2004 donations thus far are at $100, for a 
present total of $178. This is almost half way to the 
needed $400 from individuals (club members or just 
users of the club repeaters). 


The largest donation received thus far is $50, and two 
donations have been that large. The smallest donation 
thus far is $5, but everything helps.

@ Symbol To Morse Code 


from The ARRL Letter — Some hams may 
have thought they’d left their transceivers 
turned on Tuesday, February 17. That’s when 
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the popular National Public Radio <http:// 
www.npr.org> afternoon news magazine All 
Things Considered ran a piece about the pending 
addition of the @ symbol to the official interna- 
tional Morse code lexicon. That’s because NPR 
introduced and closed the nearly four-minute seg- 
ment with actual CW, catching the ear of many 
hams. 


ARRL Chief Technology Officer Paul Rinaldo, 
WARI, conceived of the new character, necessary 
for transmitting e-mail addresses in CW, among 
other possible purposes. Assuming approval by 
International Telecommunication Union <http:// 
www.itu.int/home/index.html> member-states, the 
new character—the first added to the code in many, 
many years—will be “AC” run together (.—.-.). 


The new character, Rinaldo says, is both unique 
in the Morse world as well as a mnemonic (think 
of an ‘a’ wrapped in a ‘C’). 


ATC co-host Robert Siegel interviewed ARRL 
Senior News Editor Rick Lindquist, NIRL, for 
some background on the change, giving Lindquist 
an opportunity to mention his passion for mobile 
CW operation. The short feature, “Morse Code

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BPL Proposal Enters Second Phase

FCC Posts NPRM On BPL 


After reading the FCC’s Notice Of Inquiry on Carrier 
Current Systems including Broadband over Power 
Lines (ET Docket 03-104) filed last April, I was con- 
vinced the Commission was going to approve rules 
governing the operation of what is now referred to as 
BPL. What I did not expect was the commissioners’ 
almost total disregard of hundreds of well-reasoned 
scientific and economic arguments against their pro- 
posal and their rush to put these rules into place. This 
NOI drew over 5000 comment filings. The FCC could 
not even wait for the National Telecommunications & 
Information Administration’s (NTIA) study of poten- 
tial interference problems, which should be completed 
within the next month or so, before it issued its Notice 
of Proposed Rule Making on Carrier Current Systems 
including Broadband over Power Lines (ET Docket 
03-104) and Amendment of Part 15 regarding new re- 
quirements and measurement guidelines for Access 
Broadband over Power Line Systems (ET Docket 04- 
37) on February 23, 2004. Thus ends what can be 
called Phase One of the struggle to keep a usable HF 
spectrum for licensed users. 


Phase Two of this struggle is, of course, the Comment 
and Reply Comment filing periods for this NPRM. 
This time period is 45 days from the date the NPRM is 
published in the Federal Register for comments, and 
75 days for reply comments. At the time of writing 
this newsletter, this NPRM had not yet been published 
in the register. Howevercomments may now be filed 
and the filing format and procedures are exactly the 
same as it was for last year’s NOI on this proposal. 


Space does not permit presenting detailed, documented, 
reasons supporting the prohibition of BPL. There is 
lots of this material on the ARRL web site at: _http:// 
www.arrl.org/tis/info/html/plc/ 


However, the major reasons for prohibiting BPL are: 


1. BPL will interfere with most licensed users of the 
affected RF spectrum. How much and where depends 
on several variables, but there will be interference. 


2. BPL will interfere with itself. Different RF signals 
propagating on parallel unshielded power lines will 
cross modulate each other and disrupt data integrity. 
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3. Licensed users of the affected RF spectrum will 
interfere with BPL signals. Unshielded power 
lines receive as well as transmit RF signals. 


4. BPL will not be cheaper than other high-speed 
broadband transmission systems. BPLRF signals 
must be re-injected onto the power line about every 
7000 ft. in order to compensate for attenuation. This 
will require constructing a coaxial cable distribution 
system very similar to a cable TV network. There- 
fore, there is no cost advantage and BPL will not be 
offered in rural areas at below market rates. 

5. The RF interference BPL will generate will make it 
difficult, if not impossible in many areas, for govern- 
ment agencies (police, fire, emergency services, etc.), 
the military, and the Broadcast and Amateur Radio 
Services to provide vital services. Homeland Defense 
will be crippled, not improved as claimed in the FCC’s 
NPRM. 


Don’t expect the FCC to have a change of heart about 
Broadband over Power Lines at this stage of the pro- 
cess. Howeveryour comments on the commission’s 
NPRM are needed to document growing concern and 
opposition. Your comments will help prepare the 
ground for the third phase of this struggle: a campaign 
to get our federal representatives to overrule the FCC. 
Congress has recently overruled the FCC on a differ- 
ent issue and it’s possible it will do so again when all 
the problems and short-comings are documented and 
tens of thousands of voters ask their federal represen- 
tatives to stop BPL.

Phase Three will require a massive Grass Roots Initia- 
tive (GRI) to get tens of thousands of hams and others 
who support and value the Amateur Radio Service to 
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New Amateur Radio Bill Cosponsors “An 
Optimistic Sign,” Haynie Says 


From The ARRL Letter —-ARRL President Jim Haynie, 

W5JBP, says he’s encouraged to see additional mem- 

bers of the US House of Representatives agreeing to 

cosponsor The Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection Act 

of 2003, HR 713, and the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications Consistency Act of 2003, HR 1478— 
also known as “‘the CC&R bill.” In Washington this week 
with an ARRL delegation, Haynie called it “an optimis- 
tic sign” for Amateur Radio that League members are 
continuing to urge their lawmakers to sign aboard the two 
pieces of legislation, which are ARRL initiatives. 


“House members have proven to be very responsive to 
entreaties from the amateur community to get behind these 
bills,” an elated Haynie said this week. “The campaign 
continues to pay off in terms of additional cosponsors for 
our bills.” As of this week, 84 House members have gone 
on record as HR 713 cosponsors. An identical compan- 
ion bill in the US Senate, S 537, has attracted eight co- 
sponsors. 


Among recent House cosponsors of HR 713 are repre- 
sentatives Chris Bell (R-TX), Candice S. Miller (R-MD, 
Jim Turner (D-TX), Jay Inslee, (D-WA), Ray LaHood 
(R-IL), Stevan Pearce, (R-NM) and Baron Hill, (D-IN). 


Sponsored in the House by Rep Michael Bilirakis (R- 
FL) and in the Senate by Sen Michael Crapo (R-ID), the 
bill would require the FCC to provide “equivalent replace- 
ment spectrum” to Amateur Radio if the FCC reallocates 
primary amateur frequencies, reduces any secondary 
amateur allocations, or makes additional allocations within 
such bands that would substantially reduce their utility to 
amateurs. HR 713 has been referred to the Subcommit- 
tee on Telecommunications and the Internet. The Senate 
version, S 537, has been referred to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation.

You can, of 
course, do this anytime. But I believe it would be far 
more effective if this GRI is coordinated as to what is 
to be said, how its to be said, and when it is to be said. 
ARRL staff and officers are already working on an in- 
formation package that can be used as guidance in this 
effort. I expect this package will be available within 
the next thirty days or so. 


In the meantime, get your Comments on the FCC’s 
NPRM filed as soon as you can... and also get your 
ham friends and local government agencies who use 
amateur radio operators in their operations to file com- 
ments.

Meanwhile, the cosponsor count on the CC&R bill, HR 
1478, rose to 32 this week with the addition of Rep Jim 
DeMint (R-SC), who was approached by ARRL South 
Carolina Section Manager Jim Boehner, N2ZZ, to con- 
sider cosponsoring both HR 1478 and HR 713. Introduced 
by Rep Steve Israel (D-NY), the CC&R bill would re- 
quire private land-use regulators such as homeowners’ 
associations to “reasonably accommodate” Amateur Ra- 
dio antennas consistent with the PRB-1 limited federal 
preemption. 


Recent HR 1478 cosponsors also include representatives 
Donald Manzullo (R-IL) and Anibal Acevedo-Vila (D- 
PR). HR 1478 also has been referred to the House Sub- 
committee on Telecommunications and the Internet. 


Although buoyed by the bills’ recent cosponsorship 
progress, Haynie is continuing to encourage ARRL mem- 
bers to send cards and letters to their House of Represen- 
tatives member urging them to cosponsor HR 713 and 
HR 1478, and to their state’s two US senators to cospon- 
sor S 537. 


“There’s a long way to go, and that’s what it’s going to 
take,” Haynie said. “Cards and letters from individual 
voters do make a difference.” 


Meanwhile, Louisiana Republican Billy Tauzin’s an- 
nouncement that he’ Il step down as chairman of the House 
Energy and Commerce Committee and not run for re- 
election has set off a political sideshow. On February 6, 
nearly every committee member urged House Speaker 
Dennis Hastert to appoint Rep Joe Barton (R-TX) to re- 
place Tauzin as chairman. Barton also serves on the House 
Subcommittee on Telecommunications and the Internet,

but he has not yet signed on as a cosponsor of either HR 
713 or HR 1478.
